= Funds expansion of existing broadband networks into neighborhoods lacking service

= Funds networks that provide free or very low cost service to covered populations

" Funds education related programs to expand the use of broadband

= $1.44 Billion for implementation
» Amounts based on formula for plan implementation
= 51.25 Billion for a competitive grant programs
